THE CAUOASIAN ‘TEA’ INDUSTRY. 
EXTRAORDINARY REVELATIONS. 

A commercial swindle of tho most: bare- 
faced. description haa lately. been brought 
to light: in Russia. The St. Peteraburg 
correspondent of the standard says that 
M, Galishambsroff ‘read. an interesting 
paper on ‘the ‘Transit of Tea on the 

ossian Railways,’ bofors the Russian 
Technological Society, in which he showed 
that ‘various stations seat ono great deal 


more than they rasrived, though no tea)” 


plantations existed in their neighbourhood. 
A striking examplo of. this was tho town of 
Kotajs, on the Tranecaucasian: Railway, 
which intho year 1890 received only oue 
thousand: five’ handrod. poods,. a quantity 
not more than sufficient for its own con.

round Kotais, and, in fact, over the groater 
part of Russia, Lhe. secret of the pre- 
paration of the leaves proved to be 
yory simple, cousisting merely ia orampl- 
ing them in the hand, or treading 
them under tha naked foot into a lump of 
‘dirty green material,’ which was after- 
warde dticd in the sun, under whose heat 
the loaves curled and shriyelled into a 
resemblance.to ordinary: tex, Ao infusion 
was made, bat the tagbo- wed. 0 bitter aud 
abominable that nobody could be found to 
drink off a cup. Consequently, the Society 
refused its countenanco decisively to tho
